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Stalin Gives U.S. 
Same Old Refrain 


Although we commend James Reston, 
writer for The New York Times and 
The Constitution, for his enterprise and 
fine intentions in getting the pronounce- 
ments from Stalin, we must look once 
more with skepticism upon the possi- 
bilities of anything constructive to peace 
or to a settlement of the Korean War 
from negotiations with the Kremlin. 

President-elect Eisenhower has re- 
sponded quite properly in asking that 
the Soviet dictator put forth “concrete 
proposals” if he has any that might pro- 
mote peace and understanding. The 
reply puts the burden of proof on Stalin, 
whose vague pronouncements from time 
to time serve more to confuse than to 
serve the cause of peace. 

There was nothing new in what 
Stalin said. He has said it all previ- 
ously. We have negotiated with him 
before. Who can. forget Teheran, Yalta 
and Potsdam? Agreements made at 
these conferences did not last until the 
Soviet dictator got back to Moscow. 
Pledges we made in good faith and car- 
ried out from our side found no recipro- 
cation. Cynically and brutally the Krem- 
lin took advantage of the concessions 
we made while living up to none of 
theirs. 

When Stalin says he is interested in 
ending the war in Korea, we have only 
to look at immediate past history to 
find what this “interest” is—a truce on 
Soviet terms and Soviet terms only. 
When the Communists vetoed the most 
sensible compromise vet proposed on 
the prisoner-of-war issue, the, Moscow 
hand was revealed. If Stalin insists 
upon forcible repatriation of prisoners as 
the only price of peace in Korea, a con- 
ference with Eisenhower would be 


meaningless. 
. . ~ 


About once a year Stalin gives these 
interviews at a time when he hopes to 
best take advantage of the Western 
world’s desire for peace. Each time they 
have presaged new troubles and anxle- 
ties. In themselves they are all part 
of the Soviet cold-war strategy of at- 
tempting to clear Moscow of the blood 
on its hands while paving the way for 
new aggression. 

No doubt Stalin would like to make 
a deal with the new administration in 
Washington that would give him a few 
more advantages in the showdown with 
the free world. He is on record (re- 
gardless of his soft words*now) as con- 
sidering such inevitable. Gen. Eisenhower 
will not fall for his trap. Any conces- 
sion to him would be a victory for com- 
munism and a wedge for demanding 
endless new concessions and appease- 
ments. 

If the Kremlin wants a truce in 
Korea, the way has been opened for 
such a truce. If the Kremlin wants to 
ease the tensions in Europe and Asia, 
there is a way for this also. Let them 
withdraw into Russia with peace and 
good will and cease the threats and saber 
rattling, and the enforced slavery of 
millions. 

We wish it were not so. But we can 
judge present intentions only by past 
performances. On the record we have 
gained nothing by negotiating with 
Stalin except a string of broken prom- 
isés and cynical violations of honestly 
arrived at agreements. In view of that, 
the onlv thing we can accept from Mos- 
cow is proof of good intentions through 
good actions.

Christmas Can Be 


Merry Without Noise 


We had hoped it wouldn't happen 
this year but it did. We can’t see why 
the celebration of Christ’s birth must 
be made to sound like the Battle of the 
Marne or the invasion of Tarawa. But 
persons who have no regard for their 
neighbor’s sensibilities nor for the sacred 
theme of the occasion made it sound 
that way. 

We refer to the shooting of fireworks 
inside the city limits. The city has an 
ordinance prohibiting the retail sale of 
fireworks and their use. Whether the 
firecrackers and bombs we heard were 
bought inside the city we don’t know. 
Oné thing is sure—the firing of them 
was wholesale. 

We know that the police cannot be 
everywhere at one time and that most 
of the ammunition exploded may have 
been bought outside the city. 

If it takes a state law preventing the 
vending of fireworks, wholesale or re- 
tail. and the use of explosives except 
under license, then such a law should 
be passed. Surely civilized citizens can 
have a merry Christmas without the 
shooting.

The UN Is ‘Loaded’ 


With Americans 


Charges that Secretary-General Lie 
and the UN employment officials have 
“loaded” the UN secretariat with Rus- 
sians is unfounded in fact. Although 
it goes without question that United 
States citizens, as well as others suspect- 
ed of subversion against this country, 
must be weeded out of the agency, the 
United States itself provides the UN 
secretariat with six times as many em- 
ployees as does the Communist coun- 
tries. 

After conducting a study of UN eme« 
ployment and its procedures, The Mil- 
waukee Journal concludes: 

“The Communist bloc has much less 
employee representation than it is en- 
titled to. The fact that there are only 
19 Russians, when the U. S. S. R. is 
entitled to from 94 to 157, again indi- 
cates the Soviet’s disinclination to allow 
its nationals to participate in UN activi- 
ties or even mingle with free people. 
The United States, dominant in this field 
of employment as well as in the general 
service category, has roughly what it is 
entitled to.” 

Leaving UNESCO and like agencies, 
the UN has a total of 4,500 employees, 
almost 4,000 of whom are with the New 
York headquarters. The Journal survey 
breaks these down as follows: 

“Employment is in two major cate- 
gories. There are 1,350 top-level job- 
holders in categories termed principal 
officers, professional officers and prin- 
cipal officers of general service. There 
are 2.700 general service people—these 
include clerical help, laborers, guards, 
etc. In addition, there are 457 so-called 
language officers and 16 ‘special ap- 
pointments.’ 

“In the major categories, hiring is 
done under a loose quota system which 
is termed ‘desirable range of posts for 
each countrv.’ Quotas are based prin- 
the financial contributions 
made bv each country to the UN. Since 
the United States makes by far the 
largest.contribution, it is entitled to the 
most emplovees.”

Longer House 


Tenure Proposed #& 


WASHINGTON—In addition to the re- 
vamping of our antiquated electoral college 
system, one of the changes to be sought in 
our election laws when the new Congress 
meets concerns the tenure of House mem- 
bers. The founding fathers prescribed two- 
year terms for representatives, contrasted 
with the six-yegr terms for senators. 

For years é. complaint has been heard 
among House members that a two-year term 
is too short. Various proposals have been 

made from time to time 
to extend the period of 
service to four years. But 
like those seeking to do 
away with or modernize 
the electoral college, noth- 
ing has ever been done 
about it. 

It ‘appears that a genu- 
ine effort is to be put 
forth this time, how- 
ever. Rep. Frederic R. 

» Coudert Jr. (Rep. N. Y.) 
has prepared a constitutional amendment 
which will increase the terms from two to 
four years. There seems to be a wide- 
spread sentiment in Congress in favor of 
the proposal and it would not be surprising 
to see favorable action taken—at least to 
the point of having the amendment sub- 
mitted to the states for ratification. 

In laying down the two-year limitation on 
the terms of representatives, it was the idea 
of the founders of the Republic that the peo- 
ple should he given an opportunity to regis- 
ter at short intervals their approval or dis- 
approval of the national administration. This 
has always been the chief argument against 
proposals for longer terms. 

Representative Coudert has framed his 
resolution in a way to overcome most of the 
Opposition on this score. While giving House 
members four-year terms, he would require 
half of the membership to come up for elec- 
tion every two years. In that way, it is 
contended, the people would still have an 
opportunity to express disapproval of an 
administration that was in popular disfavor. 

There is much to be said in favor of 
giving members of the House of Representa- 
tives longer terms of service. In the first 
place, the average member is permitted to 
concentrate on his congresssional duties for 
only about a year before he has to start run- 
ning for renomination and re-election again. 
And campaigns are costly affairs. 

For another thing, congressional sessions 
have become almost continuous in recent 
years. The business of the government has 
grown to such proportions that the work 
of Congress is steady, leaving little time 
for representatives to return home and patch 
up their political fences. A four-year term 
would help the situation a lot in this respect. 

Finally, it is argued that a four-year term 
would attract the ablest citizens to seek 
service in the House,

At this time of the year tradition calls for 
a reviewing of the happenings of the past 
12 months, and not being one who would idly 
kick tradition to one side, it is the purpose 
of this space to mention fleetingly a few of 
the outstanding events of Georgia’s 1952, 
No effort will be made to rank news stories: 
this merely will be a compilation of impres- 
sions, both significant and frivolous. One 
of the great events of the year happened only 

a few weeks ago: a Geor- 
vyia-made B-47 swooshed 
into the air from the 
Lockheed plant in Mari- 
eita. This plane is a prod- 
uct of ingenious engineer- 
ing and the summation 
of thousands of operations 
by its fabricators. Surely 
the production of such an 
intricate device is a trib- 
ute to the adaptability of 
the native Georgia work- 
ers who built the B-47 and to the industrial 
emergence of the state. Persons who had 
only a passing acquaintance with airplanes— 
and that was far over head—have managed 
to produce ahead of schedule a mighty and 
delicate assemblage of mechanical and scien- 
tific genius. This accomplishment casts its 
shadow far into the years ahead, a forecast 
of the industrial importance of this region. 

Politically the state made a great gain 
in 1952. Though sticking to the Democratic 
background, Georgians with their votes for 
General Fisenhower showed the awakening 
of an electioneering quality which indicates 
promise for the development within our 
borders of a true two-party system. The 
native Republicans have the challenge of 
exploiting this opening. With the proper help 
from the national councils, they may be 
able to realize the possibilities of a two- 
party approach to Georgia politics. Another 
weleome development of the presidential 
race was the large number of votes cast in 
this state. The ballot used can keep us 
free: ignored it is the handmaid of disaster. 

The schoolteacher pay issue has advanced 
as one of the major developments of the 
state political situation. Beginning simply 
enough as a mere request for more money-- 
no oddity in this world of bargaining and 
negotiations—the implication of the pros 
and cons has swept the entire operation of 
the state government into the issue. There 
can be no doubt that Governor Talmadge 
in the past has done tremendous things for 
the schools, and one would think his inclina- 
tion would be to grant the pay raise if it 
were at all possible. The fact he is so dead 
set against it has dramatized his contention 
the state can’t spare the money. Proponents 
of the raise maintain it can be done. This 
conflict contains the seed which may germi- 
nate in a full-scale review of the operation 
of state services. 

Frivolity was mentioned at the outset. 
One of the sage remarks of the past year 
fell upon these ears from the lips of a child. 
A grown-up was observing a birthday and 
the child asked what presents he had gotten 
upon the occasion.

Such it is with this old world. It got a 
vear older in 1952, but it also got many more 
things, within and without our borders, which 
will have great bearing on the lives of each 
of us. .

It’s a Fallacy to Regard Legislation 


As the Panacea for All Social Ils 


Knoxville, Tenn.—There is a schoo! of 
thought today which seems to pin its faith 
entirely upon law as a panacea for any and 
all social ills. Their ery is for legislation 
and more legislation. Certainly laws have 
their place in all civilized life and are essen- 
tial to such life. 

However, it is questionable as to whether 
morals lend themselves to legal statute. The 
right of anvone to choose his friends and 
immediate associates, is basic to a healthy 
society, and such rights have their origin 
in the mystie past, and give promise of sur- 
viving through the coming years. So funda- 
mental is this practice that it is found intra- 
racially and among all groups. In a free- 
functioning democracy, when is law Jjusti- 
fied in attempting to say who shall or who 
shall not be friends? Any concept which 
serves to make the sorriest type of individ- 
ual, because of racial affiliation, superior 
to the highest type found in any other group, 
is hardly compatible with fact, and in the 
Jong run, can serve no useful purpose. 

Minorities too often have and feel social 
or civie hurts, that are possibly unknown to 
the sensibilities and self-respect of others. 
Surely, somewhere in the lexicon of knowl- 
edge, a mutually satisfactory remedy awaits 
the discovery of the diligent searcher, in 
the field of racial relationship, who is armed 
with an honest desire to give close study, 
consideration and respect to viewpoints held 
by others, even where he himself might 
not be in full agreement. 

What harm can come from governors of 
the various states appointing their own inter- 
racial commissions, composed of men and 
women of the highest integrity whose duty 
is to give close study to perplexing racial 
issues, and report their findings to him, with 
recommendations, at stated intervals? A 
group, set aside for any reason, can easily 
become suspect, and anyone embarked on a 
search for bogeys, bears or buffoons, would 
hardly overlook a group so situated. Mutual 
respect and appreciation must have, as their 
basis, mutual understanding, neither of 
which can be attained without closer con- 
tact. Laws, thus implemented, would doubt- 
less be far more effective.

ment became a law, women 


hecame a part of American 
society literally and directly, not 
merely as represented by men 
to whom they “belonged’’ in 
some relation. That was in 1920. 
Here in Georgia, however, the 
married woman has long had her 
special bill of* rights along some 
lines. In 1866 the state enacted a- 
law called The Married Woman's 
Act, which gave her the right to 
manage her own property. 
Within the last quarter of a 
century, the girls got another 
stamp of approval from the law- 
makers. In 1943 the State Legis- 
lature passed an act that de- 
creed that a husband was no 
longer entitled to receive the 
salary of @s wife! Earnings of a 


wife previous to this were the 
property of a husband. 

But Georgia women still lack 
a right which they desire and 
which their sisters throughout 
the nation enjoy — service on 
juries. 

There are ten grounds for 
divorce in Georgia, and one, 
‘‘willful and continued desertion”’ 
has been reduced from three 
years to one. The other grounds 
are adultery, conviction for a 
felony, crue] and inhuman treat- 
ment, force, duress or fraud at 
time of marriage, habitual drunk- 
enness, impotency at time of 
marriage, mental incapacity at 
time of marriage, parties mar- 
ried within the degree of kinship 
prohibited by law and pregnancy 
at time of marriage unknown to 
husband. |

Senators Sure 
Of Reciprocity 


Act Extension 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 26—(P— 
Two Democratic members of the 
Senate Foreign Relation Commit- 
tee said today they are sure the 
new Congress will extend the re- 
ciprocal trade program, even if 
with some modifications. 


The view was expressed by Sena- 


tors Fulbright of Arkansas and 
Sparkman of Alabama, who re- 
turned this week from visits to 
foreign countries receiving mili- 
tarv and economic aid. 

The Reciprocal Trade Act gives 
the President broad powers to 
lower U. S. tariffs to stimulate a 
free flow of world trade. It ex- 
pires June 30. 

Sparkman said, “I cannot con- 
ceive of Congress not extending 
the act. The question, I think, will 
not be whether it will be extended 


‘but what restrictive provisions will 


be placed on it.” 

Despite this optimism, the ques- 
tion of extending the law is expect- 
ed to provoke one of the first leg- 
islative battles of the new Con- 
gress.

NEW YORK, Dec. 26—(?i—The whooping crane has

An aerial census of the last liv- 
ing members of this tribe, which 
are America’s tallest birds, at 
their winter home in the Aransas 
National Wildlife Refuge on the 
coast of Texas tallied just 22 of 
them—one less than last year. To 
this total add two for the pair of 


captive birds at the Audubon Park | 
Zoo in New Orleans. There is the 


possibility also that a few individu- 
als were overlooked. 

At least two of the great birds 
were slain this yvear by hunters on 
the migration route from Northern 
Canada to Texas. One, picked up 
in Saskatchewan, died en route by 
plane to Texas. The other was 
killed in Kansas. 

The total of 24 compares with 15 
in the low ebb vear of 1939 and 36 
at ‘the subsequent peak in 1949. 
Hope exists therefore that the 
cranes can. make still another 
comeback. 

To do this they must suffer less 
molestation, and they must raise 
more young. Only two youngsters 
have been identified this year at 
Aransas. 

To counteract molestation by 
hunters, the Audubon Society plans 
to intensify its educational efforts 
on the Great Plains next spring. 

To help the birds raise more 
voung, there is hope that they can 
soon be studied on their: breeding 
grounds. The exact location of this 
nesting area has been the object 
of widespread search for several 
vears. It may have been spotted 
last summer in the Great Slave 
Lake region of Northern Canada. 
At least, a couple of the birds 
were seen there. Further searches 
will be made.

Red Envoys in Switzerland 


Isolated To Halt Escapes

GENEVA, Dec. 26—Diplomatic representatives of Rus- 


countries in Switzerland have 


been practically cut off from all contact with the communi- 
ties in which they are stationed, except during office hours 


or at international meetings. 

For several months, Western of- 
ficials have noticed a_ tightening 
of security measures affecting the 
few representatives from the Iron 
Curtain countries that still come 
to United Nations gatherings here. 
‘They no longer’ stay at hotels. In 
Geneva there appear to be two 
places where the delegates are 
kept. One is the Polish consulate 
‘on Rue Munier-Romilly, which has 
a few apartments. Delegates from 
all cominform countries are billet- 
ed there. According to Western of- 
ficials, all telephone calls to and 
from this building are monitored 
and all mail addressed there 
passed through a central censor- 
ship office. 
LEASE VILLA 

If accommodations in the Polish 
consulate are inadequate the. dele- 
'gates are housed in a large villa 
on Avenue De La Paix near the 
‘United Nations European  head- 
quarters, which was leased by the 
‘Russian government four years 
lago but which generally stands 
empty. It is the scene of the huge 
ireceptions the Russians give once 
during each large _ international! 
conference that they attend. But 
the Polish, Czechoslovakian and 
Hungarian delegates all have been 
billeted there in recent months in- 
stead of in hotels as in the past. 

In Bern, according to Western 
‘sources, diplomats and their fam- 
lilies from the Russian and satellite 
ilegations have been moved into a 
kind of compound leased by. the 
Polish legation. Here their mail

and telephone communications are 
subject to survelllance. 


LONE NATION 

The only country whose represen- 
tatives seem to remain free up to 
now to pick their own residences 
in Bern are the Bulgarians. West- 
ern sources do not know why the 
Bulgarians should be excepted. 

Western officials who watch such 
things closely believe that this 
tightening of security measures by 
the Communist governments re- 
flects a determined effort to pre- 
vent defections on the part of the 
satellite governmental! personne] 
sent on missions outside Commu- 
nist territory. It is a belated effort. 
Many prominent diplomats have 
quit their posts and sought asylum 
in the West during the past few 
years. Those sent gn missions to- 
day are seldom of a caliber to war- 
rant efforts on the part of Western 
governments to offer inducements 
for their renunciation of allegiance 
to the Russian cause. 

Nevertheless, neutral Switzer- 
land is a peculiarly tempting place 
to make contact with Western au- 
thorities if a Communist official 
were so minded. For one thing, 
the local Communist Party is too 
weak to be able to arrange the 
kind of ‘‘accidents’’ that sometimes 
happen to Communists who desert 
their posts in other countries. At 
any rate, Western diplomatic cir- 
cles believe that fear of defections 
explains the tighter control being 
exercised over Communist diplo- 
mats in Switzerland.
